"_ ___—sOTBS, the Intercollegiate Broadcasting System, is an associations of 
Ollege campus broadcasting stations. Its purpose is to pool the resources of 
hese stations to meet their common problems. It is not limited to any one 
3 but now has reached from coast to coast in the United States and into 
_ Ganada. About three thousand people work on the student staffs of IBS stations, 
and over one-hundred fifty thousand are reached by their broadcasts. 


___—sIt all started at Brown University in 1936 when students George Abraham 
and David Borst began exchanging programs over a wire between their rooms. 
‘They experimented with the transmission of a radio signal over wires to reach 
Specific, limited reception areas, and out of that experiment grew all of today's _ 
campus stations. Other colleges quickly picked up the idea and by 190 there 
e 13 stations - enough to found the Intercollegiate Broadcasting System.

18S stations are broadcasting stations whose reception area is limited 
to the college campus and associated buildings. (The terms "carrier-current ," 
_ "wired radio," and limited-area broadcasting" are variously used to describe 
‘this form of transmission. We prefer the latter). They are operated largely 
‘by students and are organized as as extra-curricular activities. A list of the 
tations now in operation and under construction in included in this booklet.

a, Of course. IBS stations operate under Rule 2.102 of the Federal Com- 
_ UNMications Comaission which specifies that the maximum field strength of the 
‘Padio signal must not exceed fifteen microvolts per meter (inaudible on an ord- 

_ inary receiver) at any point at a distance of lambda (the wave length) divided 

_ by 2 pi from the nearest part of the transmission syStem. For frequencies in 

_ the lower portion of the broadcast band, such as campus stations use, this 

_ Gistance is around 200 feet. The transmission system may include wire lines in- 

_ stalled by the station or leased from others, and power lines into which the 

7 signal is coupled. Since the signal is carried by these mediums to the 
‘Specific locations where reception is desired, no interference is caused to 

_ distant broadcast stations on the same frequencies, and because of their com- 

_ pliance with the above cited rule, campus stations are exempt from many of the 

_- provisions of FCC licensing procedure. For example, licensed operators are not 

_ required to operate the station, and the station itself need not be licensed by 

_ the Commission, fhe call letters of campus stations are assigned bi the 

_ Commission, however, and all stations of the System are registered with then. 

_ The IBS maintains an office in Vashington to cooperate actively with the 

_ Commission and to represent all campus stations before them.
